And he is also bound to 
accept the decisions of the Supreme |

privileges and immunities of a citizen ip 
all. Thus a citizen of the United States, 
and only thus, he thus and thus only 
owed allegiance to the United States, 
and could commit treason against them. 
For A@llegiance is the fruit and cense- 
quence of citizenship; and treason is 


the greatest violation, by a citizen, of 


the duties created by or flowing from 
citizenship. 

Wherever the States have agreed that 
a particular offense shall be regarded as 
nation, that is, 


against them jointly, and be punishable 


in the national Courts, an agreement is 
also involved, precise and positive, that 
the State will not separately try the party 
guilty of that offense or exercise the 
power of punishment. Her Courts, there- 
fore, in that case, have no jurisdiction. 
It belongs to the National Courts. That 
is the compact. 

If any one levies war against his State 
jointly with the others, that is, against 
the Nation, or, when the Nation is at 
war, adheres to its public enemies, giv- 
ing them aid and comfort, he is guilty of 
Treason against the United States. If 
he levies war against the State alone, as 
by ehdeavoring by arms to subvert her 
government, A is guilty of Treason 
against the State. If the State were en- 
gaged in a war by herself, the other 
States not being parties to it, it not being 
a national war, | which gaunot be under 
the constitution, eacept in the case al- 
ready mentioned, since a State cannot 
by herself make war against a foreign 
State or Nation), to adhere to Aer ene- 
mies, giving them ald. and comfort, 
would be treason againsPher alone. 

Treason, accordingly, is in reality 
always against the State; either against 
her alone, or againet her and the other 
As it is only 
through his State, and as a citizen of it, 
that any one owes allegiance to the na- 
tion: so it is only as a citizen of his 
State that be ean commit Treason 
against the United States, because he is 
then no longer a citizen of the United 
States, and owes them no allegiance. 

We have thus seen that the citizen is, 
in any event, bound by and a party to 
the act of his State, when she secedes. 
Thieisdemonstrated to be the case, 
necessitate rei. Tt remains to inquire as 
to the right to secede, under the consti- 
tution ityel/, or es g right underlying the 
constitution. And this bas been proven to 
be of the gravest practical importance, be- 
cause the opinion on the part of many of 
our own citizens, that there was no con- 
stitutional right of secession, but only a 
right of revolution and rebellion, its 
exercise to be justified only by success, 
has done much to divide the people 


|of the State, and has led no inconsid- 


erable number of them to adhere to 
her enemies and give them aid and 
comfort, under the conviction on the 
part of many, that secession was 
rebellion, and that success alone, deemed 
by them uncertain and perhaps improb- 
able, would make it nota crime to ad- 
here to the State against the Union. It 
is needless to say that to the prevalence 
of this belief in northern States the war 
itself, with even its ordinary horrors, is 
in great measure owing; and that, if the 
people of the seceding States were in 
reality or were held to be rebels, that of 


itself would necessarily prevent the 
exercise of most of those charities 
and courtesies which alone soften the 


horrors, mitigate the atrocities and pre- 
vent some of the most bideous calami- 


tics of even civilized warfare, and make 


itsomewhat more tolerable than war 
between savage and barbarian tribes, 

W hen a civil contract is made and en- 
tered into, between parties competent to 
contract, though its duration is not lim- 
ited, either party is entitled to demand 
its rescission, if itis habitually violated 
in any material respect by the other 
marty. The promises contained in it are 

utual, those of one the consideration 
for those of the other. The consideration 
of a promise failing by the fault or 
wrong of the promissee, the ise is 
no longer binding. It is as if it had origi- 
nally been obtained by fraud or made 
under a mistake.

The constitution was ordained and es- 
tablished by the people of the several 
States, in order to attain certain declared 
ends.

cles of Confederation ; to insure domestic 
tranquility ; to establish justice; aud to 
promote the general welfare. When- 
ever the constitution of government 
failed to aid in attaining any of these 
ends, the rightof the States ne longer 
benefitted to withdraw from the Union 
and seek by themselves to attain the 
benelits not to be had under the Federal! 
gonstitution and government, was per 
feet and ample. 

if there could be any possible state of 
case, short of actual war by some of the 
States on the. others, any degree and 
height of violation of the constitution, 
of contemptuous disregard for its provi-

THE Philadelphia Bulletin has a New 
York correspondent who bas seen the 
Japanese acrobats, He says:

TURKISH PLAY. 

The Allgemeine Zeitung describes 
curious play in the Turkish language 
Which was brought out the other day in 
the theater at Constantinople. it is 
entitled Perviz, and isthe production of 
& young Turk educated at Paris, named 
Heider Ali Bey. The author shows a 
considerable acquaintance with the pe- 
culiarities of Turkish metres, and the 
play has many highly poetical passages, 
although the comic element seems 
gxreatiy to predominate over the serious. 
The hero, a philosophical millionaire,

JOHN 8. HOGAN & Ce. 
LIRERTY VS. OPPRESSION. 

In the year 1215, more than six hun- 
dred and fifty years ago, Article XXIX 
of the Preparatory Articles of the Great 
Charter of Liberties of King JoHN, be- 
came English law, in these words: 

“No Freeman’s body shall be taken, 
nor imprisoned, nor disseized, nor out- 
jawed, nor banished, nor in any ways be 
damawed, nor shall the. King send him 
to prison by force, excepting by the judg- 
ment of his Peers, and by the law of the 
land.’’ 

And Article XXXIX of the Great 
Charter itself, sealed on the 5th of June, 
in the same vear, thus solemnly stipu- 
lated : 

‘‘No Freeman shall be seized, or im- 
prisoned, or outlawed, or in any way 
destroyed, nor will we commit bim to 
prison, excepting by the legal judgment 
of bis Peers, or by the laws of the land.”’ 

In the first Great Charter of King 
Henry Iii, granted November 12, 1216, 
the same guarantee read thus: 

“No Freeman ehall be seized, or im- 
prisoned, or dispossessed, or outlawed, or 
in any way destroyed, nor will we con- 
demn him, nor will we commit him to 
prisou, excepting by the legal judgment 
of his Peers, or by the law of the land.”’ 

And in the Second and Third Great 
(Charters of the same King, of 1217, and 
1224-5, and im-the First Great Charter of 
King Edward I, of October 12, 1297, it 
was in these words: 

‘‘No Freeman shall be taken, or im- 
prisoned, or dispossessed of his free tene- 
ment, liberties, or free customs, or be 
outiawed, or exiled, or in any way de- 
stroyed, nor will we condemn him, nor 
will we commit him to prison, excepting 
by the legal judgment of his peers, or by 
the laws of the land.” 

And each King made this solemn dec- 
laration: ‘Te NONE WILL WE SELL, TO 
NONE WILL WE DENY, TO NONE WILL 
WE DELAY RIGHT OR JUSTICE.’’ 

Tuts was LIBERTY. 

This English Liberty crossed the At- 
lantic with the Puritans who landed at 
Piymouth, with the Cavaliers who set- 


tled Virginia, and the Colonists of Mary-* 


lond, the Carolinas and Georgia. It was 
a part of their heritage as Englishmen. 
It is part of ours, by the solemn guaran- 
tees of six hundred and fifty years. 

It is the glorious prerogative of a free 
press Lo defend the liberties of the people 
agaiust the Insolent arrogance of power, 
and to vindicate and ma®Mtain unim- 
paired these great principles of English 
Right. 

If it fails to do so, it sinks from its 
high estate, and becomes the menial of 
power and usurpation. 

If it woes further, and justifies or apole- 


gizes for acts of legislation or of the gov- 
ernment, that-are in derogation of these 
rights, and that -deprive free men of 
these guarantees, it becomes the instrv- 
ment of oppression, and perverts to the 
worst uses that power of the Press that 
is Only legitimately employed for the 
best. Used to justify wrong, the free- 
dom of the reas becomes detestable. 

Do those presses which remain silent 
and do not condemn martial law and 
the suspension of the writ of Habeas 
Corpus, really reflect upon what is 


meant by ‘the suspension of the privilege 
of the writ of Habeas Corpus and the 
arbitrary power of arrest and imprisen- 
ment confided to military officers ? 

Call it what you please, this power, 
and that to punish ‘‘disturbers of the 
peace,”’ and to cause trial of offences by 
‘Military Commissions or Tribunals”’ 
established by military officers, and that 
of suspending the Civil Courts and Mag- 
istrates, is martial law. It is the will of 
the Commanding General in lieu of law. 

Certainly these presses are so blinded 
or misled by the passionate desire to 
maintain in power the party whose or- 
gans they are, that they cannot see or 
else shut their eyes to the enormities 
which are made possible by the Military 

Despetism bill; and that they do not 
‘consider what the suspension of the 
rivilege of the great English Writ of 
tight means. 

in the case of Luther vs. Borden, 7 
Howard, 1, in the Supreme Court of the 
United States, ia 1848, Mr. Justice 
WdopBURY, dissenting from the opinion 
of the* majority of the court, character- 
ised martial law, ‘‘as described in judi- 
cial, @ well as political history,” in 
these striking and memorable words : 

It exposed the whole population, not 
only to be seized without warrant or 
oath, and their houses broken open and 
rifled, and this where the municipal 
laws and its officers and courts remained 
undisturbed and able to punish all of- 
fences; but to send prisoners thus sum- 
marily arrested to all the harsh pains 
and penalties of courts martial, or extra- 
ordinary commissions, and for all kinds 
of supposed offences. By it, every citi- 
zen, instead of reposing under the shield 
of known and fixed laws as to his liberty, 
property and life, exists with a rope 
round his neek, subject to be hung up by 
a Military Despot at the next lamp-poest 
under the sentence of some drum-head 
Asan illustration how the passage pf 
such a law may be abused, Queen MARKY 
put it in foree in’ 1558, by proclamation 
merely, and declared, ‘that whosoever 
had in his possession any heretical, trea- 
sonable, or seditious books. and did. nét 
presently burn them, without reading 
them or showing them to any other per- 
son, should be esteemed a rebel, and 
without any further delay be executed 
by the Martial law.’ 

‘For convincing reasons like these, in 
every country which makes any claim 
to political or civil liberty, martial law, 
as once practised in England against her 
own people, has been expressly forbidden 
there for heartwo centuries, as well as 
by the principles of every other free con- 
stitutional Government. 

“Such laws (and martial law is only 
still baser and more intolerable than bills 
of attainder), Mr. MAnison denounces 
as ‘contrary te the first principles of the 
social compact, and to every principle of 

sound legislation.’ 

“Tf it is to be tolerated, it will open 
the door in future domestic dissensions 
here to a series of butchery, rapine, con- 
fiscation, plunder, conflagration and cru- 
elty, unparalleled in the worst contests 


> 


It means arrest and imprisonment for 
acts, words, and supposed intentions, , 
that are not made offences against the 
United States by any act of Congress, 
and for which, therefore, the party can- 
not legally be tried; and continuance of 
such imprisonment, without redress, at 
the pleasure of a Satrap or his subaltern ; 
although it is of the very essence of 
despotism, to arrest and imprison, where 
there can be no lawful trial. 

It means spies and delators, set to 
watch men’s words and looks, and to 
follow their infamous vocation even in 
the family circle. 

It means the gratification of private 
revenge, by the denunciation of those 
whom malice hates as disldyal, or whose 
property greed covets. 

It means the giving of profitable em- 
ployment to the legal vultures who 
forage on the outskirte and in the 
suburbs of the profession of the law, 
and to enable whom to extort exorbi- 
tant fees. for obtaining releases, unlaw- 
ful arrests aro made; and it means the 
sharing of these profits with the officer or- 
dering the arrest and bribed to order the 
release,—a renewal of the infamous 
atrocities of tle Irving Block. 

It means that of which one miscreant 
has boasted in public, to an audience of 
those who boast a higher civilization: 
that wives and daughters shal! kneel 
to bloated Military Tyrants to obtain 
the release of husbands, sons or fathers 
unlawfully imprisoned, and dying in 
the barred cells of tyranny. 

It means what the Lettre de cachet, 
‘de par le Roi,’ meant in the days of 
Lovis XVIL.—that the power of arbi- 
trary arrest shal! be a convenient means 
to remove a troublesome husband, or a 
father or brother whose vengeance for a 
deadly injury, or interference to prevent 
it, is to be dreaded. 

It means unlawful seizures and 
searches, without legal warrant, on the 
information of malicious knaves; the 
silencing and suppression of a free press ; 
the preaching of the Gospel and the last 
honours paid to the dead, punished as 
crimes; and an Inquisition for the extir- 
pation of political heresies. 

It means, in the language of Justice 
Woops the breaking up the foun- 
dations of all sound munieipal rule, ne 
less than social order, and restoring 
the reign of the strengest, and making 
mere physical force the test of right.’’ 

It means the appointing of tive un- 
restrained Militd@ry Dictators at the 
head of armed mén; or of one, with five 
Proconsuls. 

It means, again in the language of the 
same judge, “a return to the unbridled 
despotism of the Tudors, which had 
been accustomed, in peace as well as in 
war, to try not only soldiers under it, but 
others, and by courts martial rather than 
civil tribunals, and by no settled laws, 
instead of the municipal code, and for 


civil offences no less than military 
ones.’’ 


It means, in the language of the Vir- 
ginia Assembly of 1775, “annulling the 
law of the land, and introducing the 
most execrable of all systems, martial 
law.”’ 

It means the investing with absolute 
power that class of men who invariably 
abuse it, and are least fit to be entrusted 
with it. , 

It means cruelty, oppression, tyranny 
and injustice, and all the most odious 
practices of despotism in the worst of 
times.e 

And yet those who sanction this great 
crime by their silence, if they do not, 
like the parasites of the Emperors, apol- 
pgize for it, well know that peace 
the occurrence of civil strife does not 
justify individuals, or the military, or 
the king, in using martial law over the 
people.’’ 

They know that the English Mutiny 
Act of 36 Geo. ILI. begins by reciting, 


life, or hurt, or subjected, in time of 
peace, to any punishment within the 
realm, by martiallaw;’’ and that Lord 
Coke says: “If a Lieutenant, or other 
that hath commission of marshal au- 
thority, in time of peace, hang or other- 
wise execute any man by colour of mar- 
shal law, this is murder, for this is 
against Magna Charta, cap. 29, and is 
done by such power and strength, as the 
party cannot defend himself, and here 
the law implyeth malice. 2 Jnatit. 52. 

And upon this law CoKe adds, 
“THomas, Count of Lancaster being 
taken in an open insurrection, was by 
judgment of marshal law put to death ia 
Anno. 14 Edw.iv. This was adjudged 
to be unlawfull, because it being in time 
uf peace, he was not arraigned or put to 
answer, though the Chancery and other 
Courts of the King were then open, in 
which justice was done to every one, ac- 
cording to ancient custom; which was 
against the Charter of Liberties.”’ 

Will those journals that repress hon- 
est impulses which must rise from their 
hearts and almost prompt them uncon- 
sciously to cry aloud against the intem- 
perate excess of hate that begets these 
outrages on public liberty, that must 
agitate them with an eager and tremu- 
lous desire to protest in burning words 
against being mistaken for the accom- 
plices of the greatest public crime of al! 
the ages,—will these journals timidly 
whisper a cautious disapproval, or boldly 
tell us we deserve the punishment ” 
What if we do? Punish us, then, ac- 
cording to law! but do not assassinate 
liberty with more daggers than hacked 
the body of Cwsar, Is free government 
such a failure that crime must be com- 
mitted, to punish guilt ? 

Or will they say that the consequences 
we paint so darkly are not legitimate, 
and only possible? If so, we.will reply 
that these and worse are not the abuses 
of irresponsible power; but its natural 
and constant fruit and issue. The 
excesses of CALIGULA were the law- 
ful issue of the Imperial des- 
potism. Neither are they merely 
possible. During the war the military 
power of arrest and imprisonment, in 
conquered places, was used for purposes 
as base as any here depicted ; and all that 
we have supposed probable was done and 
even excelled. Not New Orleans only 
felt the sharp stings of military rule. It is 
becausesuch things are poasible,and have 
been done before, that in all free coun- 
tries they are zealously guarded against 
by declarations of rights paramount to 
and supreme over all legislation, in- 
tended to make them impossible. 
Whenever and wherever the privilege 
of the writ of Habeas Corpus is sus- 
pended, the tragedy of Appivs CLaup- 


and every Province may be a Sicily rav- 
aged by a Verres. It isa high crime to 
entrust any buman being with absolute 
power; and to assassinate liberty is a 
thousand times more heinous than that 
treason, if it be treason, which aims at 
political independence, 


THE CHARACTER OF JONATHAN 
WILD. 
FIELDING, ‘the first of novelists and 
the most acute of magistrates,’ in bis 
Life of JONATHAN WHLD, described the 
character of that malefactor, in language 
that deserves to be reproduced, after the 
lapse of more than a century, and 
which, changed and adapted so as to 


suit some party-leaders of this age, our 


readers may perhaps beable to apply. 
To them, at any rate we leave the appli- 
cation. 

“They are extremely ingenious in in- 
venting designs, artful in contriving the 
means to accomplish their purposes, and

masters of the smallest pittance received 
by their allies. They hold that laws are 
made for the use of prigs- only, and to 
secure their property; and are never, 
therefore, more perv 


but that this generally happens through 

their want of sufficient dexterity. The 

character which they most value them- 

selves upon, and which they principally 

honor in others is hypocrisy. Their 

opinion is, that no one can carry prig- 

gism very far without it ; for which rea- 

son, they think, there is little greatness 
to be ex fn a man who acknowl- 

edges his vides, but always much to be 
hoped from him who professes great vir- 
tues; wherefore, though they will al- 
waysshun the person whom they dis- 
cover guilty of a good action, yet they 
are never deterred by a good character, 
which is more commonly the effect of 
profession than of action; for which 
reason they themselves are always very 
liberal of honest professions, and bave as 
much virtue and goodness in their mouths 
as asaint; neverin the least scrupling 
toswear by their honor, even to those who 
know them the best. They have laid 
down several maxims, as the certain 
method of attaining greatness, to which, 
in their own pursuit of, they constantly 
adhere. 

1. Never todo more mischief. to an- 
other than is necessary to the effecting 
their purpose; for that mischief is too 
precious a thing to be thrown away.

3. To forgive no enemy; but to be 
cautious, and often dilatory, in revenge. 

4. That all men are knaves or fools, 
and much the greater number a compo- 
sition of both. 

5. That a good name, like money, 
must be parted with, or at least greatly 
risked, in order to bring the owner any 
advantage. 

6. That many men are undone by not 
going deep enougo in roguery; 45 in 
gaming any man may be 4 loser, who 
doth not play the whole game. 

7. That the heart is the proper seat of 
batred and malice ; and the countenance, 
of affection and friendship; while the 
proper use of the tongue is to deceive, 
and to profess piety, philanthropy and 
love of liberty. 

8. That every thing which a foolish 
generosity leaves to the conquered in the 
battle of life isso much lost and thrown 
away; and that mercy and sympathy 
are the weaknesses of human nature. 

There have been some few who have 
done greater mischief to mankind; but 
none who have had more laudable and 
excellent intentions in that respect; 
aince they have done all that cireum- 
stances have allowed, towards betraying, 
undermining and overpowering the lib- 
erty of their country, and impoverish- 
ing, pillaging, sacking, burning and de- 
stroying the countries and cities of their 
fellow-creatures, not from the provoca- 
tion of glory, nor so much out of hatred 
and revenge, but chiefly from the lust 
for plunder, wherewith to fill their purses 
and adorn their houses, and possess hon- 
orable trophies prigged from private par- 
lors, beudoirs, libraries, colleges and 
churches, whereof to boast as evidences 
of praiseworthy thrift and a maguani- 
mous contempt for the opinions of honest 
men of other countries; for all which 
they must surely appear admirable, 
and we may challenge not only the 
truth of history but almost the latitude 
of fiction, to equal their glory. 

Nor have they any of those flaws in 
their character, which, though they have 
been commendéd by weak writers, have 
by the judicious readers been censured 
and despised. Such was the clemency 
towards the conquered, of ALEXANDER 
and Cyrus and C.®SAR, which nature 
had so grossly erred in giving them, as 4 
painter who would give the nose or any 
other feature of a Venus, to a Satyr. 
For what have those whose business it is 
to conquer, enslave, harass, rule over 
and plunder States, to do with the fool- 
ishness of clemency and generosity” 
Who cannot see the absurdity and con- 
tradiction of mixing such ingredients 
with those noble and great «qualities 
which we have before mentioned? In- 
deed, while greatness consists in power 


that knows the profit of abusing its 
strength and weakness, 
of pride and insolence and doing mis- 
chief, so long shall these of whom we 
speak stand unrivalled on the pinnacle 
of greatness: and not to omit here, as 
the finishing of their character, what ip- 
deed ought to be remembered on the 
tombs or statues, a just eulogy must add, 
that if they have not actiieved the 
supreme honouw the 7 and 
halter, they ha chig deserved both.
